Livingston county waa a great re- 
lief to the tourisU after laavhw 
Caldwell, and that stretch of road 
from Marion to Salam. Judge Green, 
one of the moat tireless road boost- 
ers in the sUte is responsible for 
them and he apparently realir.cs it for 
although moat of the highways are 
dirt, they are as vkell crowned and 
drained as smooth as any dirt road 
one can find anywhere. 

Livingston too, has soma wonder- 
fully fine farma and the wonder of 
them is their size and the absence of 
any tobacco crops. Those farmei-s 
want big acieatre. no tobacco, but 
lota of hay, corn, cattle .ind Nome 
wheat. With the ground work, for 
roads as it now has when Liniigaton 
starts the construction of highways 
with the bond issue money, it will ba 
second to no county in West Ken- 
tucky. 



HOW TO MAKE 

MONEY 



Kvery man in avory bnstawsa Wsnta 
to make money. Ha is in businass for 
that purpose. Many of tham navor 

discover how to do it. The farmer 
wants to make money as _ much as 
other folks, and he is entitled to do 
so. He probably works harder than 
miy other class and as a rule has less 
:o show at the end of tiM yaat .If he 
loes his best then tha toek of success 
is not his favlt. 

In Raidfai county tho farmer nag- 
iects a golden opportunity to make 
money if he does not put ground lime- 
stone on his land. Nature has been 
prodigal with limestone in this county. 
The way to crush it is cheap, and can 
be done by the farmer himself. If be 
does not do it ha can blaaM the run- 
down coaditioa of. his fana^a Ua own 
faihiro to da what athara hava dona. 
He stands in the way of his own 
ftt Mnply ' stands In the way of his 
own success. 

Samuel Fischer said it has been 
demonstrated that alfalfa could be 
raised succeafully in Hardin county 
by the use of ground limestone. He 
was ona of tha beat farmars in Hardin 
oun^, and ha damonstratsd on his 
place near Tunnel Hill the truth of 
this statement. Whst is true about 
limestone as a necessity for alfalfa is 
equally true of clover. The best clover 
fields in Hardin county are those 
which have bean lima-traatad aad tho 
poorest fields, ara thoaa Whidi have 
not baoB Umod. 

Joo Barnes bought a fura in Meet- 
ing Cfarit fbr Uses. He limed it well 
and it is producing as much today 
clover and timothy per acre as the 
best Nolin bottom land. 

Harry Stewart, near Elitabethtown 
after putting lima on land which ha 
set in alfalfa had a kmd hit om. Bo 
dnmpad this kwd aaar hia bam aad 
tprsad it over n-aauU aiaa of gronnd. 
The rains came and carried some of 
it out in little rivulets. Where this 
bad waa dumped the clover grew "an 
thick as the hairs on a dogs back," 
and every little line where the water 
had carried it showed a great abun- 
donea of clover, whila tha lost of 
tha IMd dM not prednaa half as much. 

Ground limaatona of thvia tons to 
the acre everywhats it has been tried 
in Hardin county haa broufiht returns 
if 10(1 iiciieiit II year on tho invest- 
ment.
